The work is short and easy: Let the
General Committee order a Registratioa

he confined himself to private life, until the death
of the Grand Duke I.ouis, and on the 30th March,
1S30, he sueeeede«! to the throne.

II« naturally commenced by cashiering his
brother's Ministeis, and called Don Kei/.enstein,
well known in the anntls of Raden a« the author
of its Constitution, to the head of the Ministry.
Bavaria muttered about the succession, and Ba¬

den took military measuies of precaution, but

Austria settled the dithculty. The (Joveninn nt

put on a tolerably liberal face, but gradually
.' viclded te circumstances," and enrolled itself m
the Gentian Diet as no more a friend of freedom
than any other of the petty states. But in Ba¬
den circniii*tances have always favored a Repub-
lican spirit. Lying along the Rhine ,i{ was Kilyttt to

the contagion of Fram e, and its easy access to the

northern ports brought it into close relations
with America. The healthy virus of political
agitation was thus constantly introduced into

Baden, and the Grand Duke found small oppor¬

tunity to pursue his historical stories. Tlie
French Revolution of 1*48 kindled the spirit of

the Grand Duchy at once. It blazed up in a

unanimous demand for Freedom of the pi <*,

arming of the people and national representation.
The Grand Duke was prompt to sty Yes. A few
davs later the extreme Lett of the Chamber de¬
manded the oath of the army to the Constitution,
and a long list of other reforms, including the dis¬
missal of three Ministers. The Grand Duke
hastened to comply and named three liberal men
in the place of the retiring Ministers. But on

the 19th March, 1848, Gustav Struve and Frede¬
ric Hocker proposed to take the sense of the
Grand Duchy upon a Republic, and the Grand,
Duke did not usuent. On the aStfc April those

leaders issued orders, from Constance, for the pop¬
ular rising. But the Government had invoked
the aid of its neighbors, and on the V.Ttk of tli"
same month the movement was suppressed.
But while Gennany was seething in the furnace

of revolution, peace was not to he expected in Ba¬
den. The agitation continued, and Struve made
another demonstration on the »'1st September, and
was taken on the ',14th. But the radical party was

elaborately organized, had almost exclusive |k>sscs-
sion of the Press, ami counted upon the weakness

of the Government. The nipture between Prus¬
sia and the National German Parliament Fol-
lowed. The movements in favor of the Parlia¬
ment were pretext* for Republican agitation, and
at the same time the Baden army was divided
by fierce dissensions. The army put aside the

recognized leaders, and demanded a new ministry,
and various other points incompatible with a Con¬
stitutional Monarch. The Grand Duke Leopold
was alarmed, and on the night of the 13th May,
fled with his Court aud Ministry into Alsace.
Brentano and bis friends assumed the Guv-
eminent, introduced Republican forms, and Bought
to propitate the army, which was still rest¬

less. The Grand Duke summoned Prussia to

aid him in his sure extremity. On the 36tfe Jima,
the Prince of Prussia entered Oirlsnihe, the Capi¬
tol of Buden, and on the -j:td, RaVstsaSt was taken,
Hooker having soiled for America eight days bs-
fore. It was the loot armed movement iu Germa¬
ny against the Government. The Grand Duko re¬

turned to a desolated land, and under the immedi¬
ate protection of Prussia, had full lei-ure ti»r his
histor < ai-tudic-,. From that time until his dentil,
his life iroj ' vi nth -s. All around him he felt the
lust throbs of the free movement, but he could not
